This week the Taxation Commit- 
tee of which I am a member, had 
a public hearing on the proposed 
ethanol plant in Auburn, This leg- 
islation provides for a 4-year, 4 
cents per gallon exemption from 
the gasoline tax on alcohol blend- 
ed gas. The money that would be 
Jost from the Highway Fund would 
be reimbursed from the Genenal 
Fund. 

‘The, political support for the U. 
S. ethanol industry reappeared in 
the early 1970’s brought on by de- 
clining farm prices. The unstable 

S. grain market influenced 
national policies. regarding fuel 
ethanol, This was similar to the 
unstable world sugar market when 
Brazil used: their excess sugar cane 
to. make an ethanol blend. 

I am not comfortable with this 
legislation for several economic 
reasons. 

1. The Maine Guananty Authori- 
ty would like to issue 10 million 
in bonds to help build this plant. 

2. The loss in tax revenue to 
the Highway Fund to be reimburs- 
ed by the the General Fund would 
be $700,000 in 1985 (for foun years.) 

3. The profih margin will be 
smaller than the midwestern fa- 
cilities due to 50 cents per bushel 
transportation cost of comm i, e. 
the New England ethanol will 
have to generate 20 cents more 
per gallon to cover this cost. 

4. The Federal Government al- 
ready -has three tax programs 
thal total to a 5 cents: per gallon 
subsidy (investment tax credit, 
(Blender tax credit, Federal excise 
tax credit). 

AH these government programs 
total to. a Federal 5 cenlts per gal- 
lon subsidy and a requested 4 
cents state subsidy or 9 cents per 
gallon for a blended product that 
only represents! 10% ethanol to 
90% gasoline.

through tax act rehabilitation of 
historic properties since 1976; an- 
other 6,700 units have been reno- 
vated, Of the 28,500 new or im- 
proved units almost 40% have been 
for low and moderate income fam- 
ilies, 

Housing preservation and rehab- 
ilitation, helped house about 30% 
of the extra 16,000,000 households 
that were formed between 1970 
and 1980. 

31% of the nation’s housing 
stock, about 26,700,000 units, is in 
structures built before 1940. ‘Ap- 
proximately 24,000,000, or about 
65,000,000 people live in pre-1940 
housing, 

In 1960, expenditures on existing 
housing accounted for only 20% o! 
the nation’s ftotal housing expendi- 
tures. Americans spent over $46 
billion on home improvements dur- 
ing 1981 while the value of new 
housing ‘construction came to about 
$50 million, according to the Na- 
tional Associaltion: of Realtors, This: 
rose to 33% in 1970, and to 42% 
by 1980. 

The price of not preserving is 
high. Permanent losses (due 
arson, vandalism, neglect and 
other causes) to the housing stock 
came to 3,189,000 units between 
1974 and 1980. That is, an average 
wf 523,000 units were inretrievab- 
ly lost each year during that peri- 
od, Temporary but retrievable los- 
ses (due to conversions for non- 
housing uses, deterioration, etc.) 
were even higher. They amounted 
to an average of 1,382,000 units 
each year between 1974 and 1980, 
or nearly 70% of the 1,980,000 new 
units built annually, on the aver- 
age between 1973 and 1980. Fortu- 
naely, mearly 50% of the 1,382,000 
annwal temporary losses. is recap- 
tured through rehabilitation and 
the more intensive ase of existing 
stock, 

Housing preservation means jobs 
—when they’re needed most. When 
new housing production declines, 
as during the recent recession, 
people conserve, renovate, and 
make better use of the existing 
housing inventory, As housing 
production cycles have become 
more extreme during the last de- 
cade, sometimes: resulting in sev- 
ere unemployment for home build- 
ers, the countercyclicality of hous- 
ing rehabilitation, ‘a labor-intensive 
activity, has become more import- 
ant. 

Bethel has had a Jong tradition 
of adaptive use of its buildings 
uring this coming aveek it 
might be well to pause and re- 
flect on this important contribu- 
tion to its quality of life.
